Meat Shipping. 


Yesterday we published a series of 
resolutions of the California Grange, 
which is of interest to our farmers. 
It there appears that the wholesale 
butchers of San Francisco fear the new 
enterprise projected by the California 
Meat Shipping Association, and are of 
course trying to defeat it. This op- 
position is strong in showing that 
there's merit in the new enterprise but 
when confronted by combined action 
on the part of stock breeders will be 
defeated. The project of shipping 
dressed meats directly to the consumer 
is no longer an experiment having 


been in successful operation now for 


months in the eastern states, It de- 
livers the meats in better order and 
hy dispensing with middle men gives 
to the producer legitimate profi t with- 
out robbing the consumer. This is 
easily seen by a study of the process, 
and the combined interest of stock 
raisers and those who buy in the 
markets will certainly defeat the mon- 
opolists, who can only have motives 
in opposing this industry. 

We reccommend that the managers 
at this point take care in setting forth 
the important results of their enter- 
prise, and securing the active sympa- 
thy and cooperation of stock raisers. 
If wholesale butchers forbid purchases 
from this establishment, why not 
refuse to sell to those monopolists. 
That is a rule which will work both 
ways. We believe that the Associa- 
tion promises many good results for

Ohio Election.

The following are extracts from the 
Cincinnati papers on the Ohio election. 

The Hvening Times says in the de- 
feat the Republican party has suffered 
a calamity which, disheartening as it 
is to Ohio Republicans, it involves se- 
rious consequences of a wider range 
than the possession of a few unimport- 
ant offices, causing the State the loss 
of all representation in the United 
States Senate to the party who for 
more than twenty years had a large 
preponderance of the votes of the 
State. With a South made solid for 
the Democracy by a policy of a Re- 
publican administration, we see as un- 
mistakable in the future a divided 
North with all that this situation im- 
plies. 

The Gazette says Bishop got less 
votes in Hamilton county than any 
Democratic candidate for Governor in 
the last ten years.

Their ap- 
prehensions we are pleased to state 
have been, as they hoped, dissipated, 
and to-day, owing principally to the 
shrewd persevering business manage- 
ment of Bishop O. W. Whitaker, 
Nevada's only seminery is in a pros- 
perouscondition, and is gaining friends 
and building up an enduring reputa- 
tion. 
Education does not ensure immuni- 
ty from crime, nor is it a sole requi- 
site for good’ government; but as a 
means at the command of all, and for 
their well being, it is the only genial 
companion of morality, and the har- 
binger of the highest good to man. 
Its growth is as gradual and permanent 
as its effects are beneficent and far 
reaching, and it steals upon and be- 
comes a part of our very self, only to 
make us nobler and better men and 
women, while it quietly manifests it- 
self in our every thought and action. 
To the end that the young ladies of 
Nevada might be brought under its 
beneficient influence, that their minds 
and hearts should receive that culture 
which God designs, the School for 
Girls“ was started and has thus far 
well performed its grand mission. We 
have never visited a seminary where 
the methods of instruction are supe- 
rior, or where their application has 
been more successful. With our read- 
ers we congratulate the school upon 
its year's work, and wish it increasing 
prosperity in the years to come. To 
ensure itssuccess, however, the friends 
of education must hold up Bishop 
Whittaker’s hands. The school is now 
gradually releasing itself from an em- 
barassing debt. Seven thousand dol- 
lars, with $105 interest per month, is 
quite a weight to carry, but Bishop 
Whittaker is the Moses who is bearing 
the burden. Is there no Aaron or 
Hur to hold up his hands! Educa- 
tional schools and colleges East and in 
California, are every year in receipt of 
handsome donations. Why should 
not some of our generous and wealthy 
men of Nevada gladden the heart of 
Bishop Whittaker, and confer a last- 
ing favor to the cause of education in 
this State by opportune gifts of money 
etc, to the School for Girls?” To- 
day the teachers and scholars ride 
down to Glendale, in celebration of 
the school’s anniversary.
